In November. 19 67. th e Town Board. Town of Ulster, p ub­ 
lish ed a legal notice in th e Kingston Freeman setting a date 
for a p ublic h earing on th e establish ment of a sewerage 
disp osal district. Th e meth od ch osen to finance installation 
of th e equip ment required was based on Section 12A of th e 
Town Law. and was to be on a FRONT-FOOTAGE AND 
ASSESSMENT formula wh ich is th e meth od most widely 
used th rough out New York State. 
A p ublic h earing was h eld on November 13, 19 67. At 
th at meeting th e sewer district was rep resented by its cur­ 
rent attorney . Th e Town Board stated th at th e front-foot- 
age assessment meth od was illegal and th at it h ad to come 
up wuh a new p ;an. Th e claim was th at th e New York 
State Dep artment of Audit and Control advised th em th at 
th e p revious p lan was illegal. (A search of th e Town rec­ 
ords failed to p roduce a letter of th is nature from th e State 
Dep artment of Audit and Control.) 
We do h ave a letter in our p ossession, h owever, advising 
th at th e State did not receive an ap p lication for th e estab­ 
lish ment of a sewerage district using th e front footage 
meth od. 
Th e above meth od, to th e best of our knowledge, was 
never declared illegal by th e United States Sup reme Court. 
Th en, in 19 68. th e Town Board did set up a sewer district 
using th e straigh t ASSESSMENT formula. As a result. I 
th ink it is all too clear th at th e h omeowner is being ex ­ 
p loited.

Consequently , p ip e h as been 
laid on both sides of th e road and costs ch arged to all 
h omeowners using th e assessment meth od.

At an informational meeting h eld August 19 73, th e Town 
Board admitted th at quanities of p ip e and joints h ad been 
stolen. Th e ex cuse for th is was inadequate p olice p rotec­ 
tion.
